The' first suspension was caused 
b; a mine explosion In which 
nearly 100 lives were lost.

Caribbean region there Is n species 
of lirelly so brilliantly luminous that 
pre-Columbian Indians used them for 
lantern lights, Imprisoning them for 
the purpose In perforated gounls. 


Cuban negroes still utilize.them in 


the same way, routining a few of the 
Insects in an ordinary glass lantern, 
which inuy bo conveniently bung up In 
the hut ,or carried about on dark 
nights. 


Tlie Indians of the Antilles, long 


ago, made another use of the firefly 
lanterns, employing them for signal- 
ing. One great advantage they had 
was that tlielr light could not he blown 
out by wiml or put out by rain; and, 
with a sort of Morce code, the photo- 
telegraphy was nn exceedingly efficient 
means of sending messages distrllnit-' 
ing warnings of danger far and wide.

How to Kill Weeds: 


Any weed, no matter how big, may 


be killed by a method described by 
St. Leonard Tiastln In the Scientific 
American, as follows: 


Cut off the top growth down to the 


ground. Then scoop out the central 
stalk ns much as possible nnd fill Ihe 
little cavity with salt. "If possible, do 
this in dry weather. When rain oc- 
curs and the soil dissolves, quickly 
place a fresh amount on the root At 
the end of three days (If the salt has 
not been washed away) It will have 
penetrated to every part of the root 
and the weed will never'give any more 
trouble. 


In the case of dandelions growing 


In clumps, the hollow should be made 
large enough to permit the salt to 
seep down Into the various roots. 


Salt will easily kill grass; so partic- 


ular pains should be taken not to spill 
when working npon the weeds. '

He 
concludes that he can do better else- 
where, and lie resolves to Investigate 
the offerings he rea.f about irr the 
newspapers.

How to Kill Weeds. 


Any weed, no matter how big, may 


be killed by n method described by 
St. Leonard Bastin' In the Scientific 
American, as follows: 


Cut off the top growth down to the 


ground. 
Then scoop out the central 


stalk as much as possible and nil the 
little cavity with salt. If possible, do 
this In dry weather. When rain oc- 
curs and the salt dissolves, quickly 
place a fresh amount on the root At 
the end of three days (If the salt has 
not been washed away) It will have 
penetrated to every part of the root 
and Ihe weed will never give any more 
trouble. 


In the case of dandelions growing 


In clumps, the hollow should be made 
large enough to permit the salt to 
seep .down Into the various roots. 


Salt will easily kill grrass; so portic- 


nlar pains should be taken not to spill 
when working upon the weeds.

period means moderately late sowing.

Ing In order to obtain the largest 
yields Independently of Hessian fly in- 
Jory. These dates have been deter- 
mined for certain localities as follows:
